INTERESTING LECTURE AT™ 
SHANGHAI. . 


In the &fth of a series of lectures on 
China's International Relationships given 
under. the nuspicrs of the 
Y¥. W. C. AL. Shanghai, on: March 18th, 
| Professor FL. F, MacNair dealt with 
the causes of the, Anglo-Chinese wars and. 
specifically with the first. war, The 
speaker said that the basic Teaco WH 
the underlying struggle for equality and 
that the actual incidents were rather the 
oceasion of the’ breaking out of-hostiliti. 
than the cause itself, Other factors which 
Indl to the wars, were the abolition of 
the East Indian Company’s monopoly, the 
coming of Lord Napier, the opium dis- 
putes, and the demands of Lin Tzesu. 
‘An the second war the actugl facts differ- 
ed hut the causes were the same: 

LORD: NAPIER'S “MISSION, 


During the early part of the nineteenth 7 


century, the speaker continued, despite: 
the ‘getieral good feeling existing between 
the Enst India ‘Co. and the Ko-Hung, # 
monopoly of Chinese merchants,-.thero 
was dissatisfaction felt .becnuse of the 
heavy taxes upon trade impoged by the 
Chinese, the complaints, of the monopoly 
prohibitions aguiast remaining in. Can-, 
ton, and the prohibition on ‘making re, 
| presentations on the subject.of trade to 
the Chinese Government except through. 
representatives of the Ka-Hung. In lsat 
the monopoly of the East India Co., 
was abolished but: the dificulties of trade 
were such that Lord Napier was sent to 
Canton us Minister to superintend 
foreign trade at that port. 


Lord Palmerston bad ordered Lord 
Napier to wnnounce bis offcinl, arrival 
at Canton by letter to’ Peking unnouncing 
bimse!f a3.

“Anothe instance of the strained’ feel- 
ing cited by the lecturer was the “Battle 
of: thy Chairs,’ when. the.

Lord .Napier in- 
dignantly re-arranged the chairs and the 
dispute (was? continucd for two hours. 
‘When the 'Chinesy, ‘fvalty arrived, late, 
Lord Napier received them: coldly and 
referred to the discourtesy of their tardi- 
ness, and the memory rankled on both
